EMBROIDERED FLOWERS 


On 19 July 2005, Austria Post issued one of their innovative (some call them “oddball”) 
stamps. This one was an embroidered image of an Edelweiss flower (Leontopodium 
nivale) (Sc#2019). The stamp was issued in honor of the Austrian embroidery industry, 
which dates back to the eighteenth century. The stamp has a self-adhesive backing, but 
can even be worn on clothing, if so desired. It was made in Lustenau, the center of the 
Vorarlberg embroidery industry. 


Austria followed this with another embroidered flower on 19 September 2008, depicting 
a Clusius Gentian (Gentiana clusii) (Sc#2175). A third embroidered flower (a rose) 
appeared on a Petit Point stamp issued on 17 September 2010 (Sc#2278). 


Other embroidered stamps from Austria featured a Dirndl in ; 
2016 (Sc#2632), this one in the actual shape of the traditional ius ETIT POINT "m 
dress, and a Styrian Hat in 2018 (Sc#2757). M 


Austria has experimented with several other media to produce 
their postage stamps. One featured a Rose silkscreened on a 
Porcelain tile issued in 2014 (Sc#2492). Another has an image 
screen printed on the back of an actual piece of Glass issued 
in 2016 (Sc#2620). 


In 2015, they issued a stamp printed on a piece of Leather 
shaped like a pair of lederhosen pants with crystal buttons 
affixed (Sc#2580). 


They have affixed Swarovski crystals to several other issues (Sc#1966, Sc#2161, Sc#2703-05) as well as Glass 
Beads (Sc#2060). 


Other embroidered stamps have been issued by Switzerland in 2000 (Sc#1075), Gambia in 2003 (Sc#2731), 
Grenada in 2003 (Sc#3353), Grenada Grenadines in 2003 (Sc#2461), St. Vincent in 2003 (Sc#3095), Sierra Leone 
in 2003 (Sc#2598), Italy in 2004 (Sc#2624), Singapore in 2009 (Sc#1372), Brazil in 2010 (Sc#3146), and 
Micronesia in 2011 (Sc#959). 
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
